While 
this  image  would  not  be  quite  ac¬ 
curate  —  the  zipper  being  of  some¬ 
what  more  recent  vintage  than  the 
hoop  skirt— it  would  reflect  our  cas¬ 
ual  acceptance  of  the  slide  fastener 
as  something  that  has  always  ex¬ 
isted.

The  metal  is  electrolytically 
dyed  in  depth  to  make  it  perma¬ 
nently  color-fast. 

3.  Increased  strength  without  any 
additional  weight  .  .  .

Its  history  really  began,  rather 
inauspiciously,  in  the  final  decade 
of  the  19th  century  when  a  paunchy 
gentleman,  who  had  been  huffing 
and  puffing  for  years  over  his  shoe 
laces,  was  finally  driven  to  inven¬ 
tion.  In  1891  Whitcomb  L.  Judson 
w  orked  out  a  primitive  sliding  hook 
and  eye  device  to  replace  shoelaces, 
and  two  years  later  he  patented  and 
displayed  it  at  the  Columbia  Expo¬ 
sition  in  Chicago.

In  fact,  he  liked  it  well 
enough  to  organize  a  company  that 
would  manufacture  and  sell  it— and 
not  just  for  shoes. 

The  idea  was  basically  sound  but 
a  little  premature — and  Col.  Lewis 
Walker’s  first  efforts  to  mass  pro¬ 
duce  the  slide  fastener  failed.  It  was, 
of  course,  a  temporary  setback  that 
only  stimulated  experiments  to  im¬ 
prove  and  refine  it. 

The  fabulous  success  of  the  slide 
fastener  eventually  justified  Col. 
Lew  is’  wildest  dreams,  but  even  then 
the  experiments  continued.  It  was 
not  enough  to  make  a  good  zipper  if 
it  were  at  all  possible  to  make  a 
better  one.

The  author  of  this  third  volume  (prime  source 
of  social  confidence  for  anxious  hostesses,  per* 
plexed  businessmen,  and  troubled  guests)  is  a 
lady  who  has  proved  that  there  is  something  in  a 
name  —  if  only  the  challenge  to  live  up  to  it. 

Born  into  the  famous  Vanderbilt  clan,  preco¬ 
cious  Amy— blonde  and  gray-eyed  like  her  Dutch 
forebears— was  already  a  published  author  at  12 
and  a  society  reporter  for  the  Staten  Island  Ad¬ 
vance  while  still  in  her  early  teens.  After  attending 
school  abroad  and  making  the  Grand  Tour  of 
Europe,  which  was  then  considered  the  terminal 
event  in  a  young  woman’s  education,  Amy  de¬ 
clared  her  serious  intentions  of  a  career  by  enroll¬ 
ing  at  New  York  University  School  of  Journalism. 

From  college  Amy  bounced  into  a  public  rela¬ 
tions  job  and  ended  up  as  president  of  the  firm. 
Not  one  to  shy  away  from  work,  she  also  managed 
to  flourish  as  a  free-lance  writer  who  specialized 
in  problems  of  Good  Taste.  Radio  and  television 
beckoned,  and  eventually  the  “side-line”  had  be¬ 
come  the  “main  line”.  She  took  a  little  time  out  to 
write  a  book  and  returned  five  years  and  250,000 
words  later  with  the  manuscript  of  Amy  Vander¬ 
bilt’s  Complete  Book  of  Etiquette  under  her  arm. 

Nothing,  however,  was  allowed  to  interfere 
Avith  her  most  important  career  —  being  a  mother 
to  three  very  active  young  men,  ages  5,  8,  and  18. 
She  has  an  “office”  at  home  in  \^'estport.  Conn,  and 
makes  up  for  layoffs,  like  fishing  trips  with  the 
boys,  by  working  long,  irregular  hours. 

While  fashion  is  not  Amy  Vanderbilt’s  major 
concern.  Good  Taste  is,  and  the  tAvo  are  insepara¬ 
ble.  “A  badly  dressed  Avoman,”  she  declares,  “is 
often  a  woman  with  too  many  clothes  that  don’t 
mix.  The  Avoman  of  taste  may  have  feAver  clothes, 
but  she  will  give  the  impression  of  having  an  un¬ 
limited  Avardrobe  because  each  addition  has  been 
planned  in  terms  of  the  whole.”

Instructions  are  for  size  12.  changes  for  sizes  14  and  16  arc  in  parentheses. 

MATERIALS  —  Bear  Brand  Jtimholaine  or  Fleisher’s  Jumbo-Knit,  9  (9-10)  2  oz.  skeins. 
Bucilla  Plastic  Needles,  1  pair  Size  13. 

MEA.SUREME.NTS  FOR  BLOCKING  -  At  bustline  38  (40-42)  ins. 

Width  of  sleeves  at  underarm  13  (13Vi-14)  ins. 

Length  from  lower  edge  to  back  of  neck  19(4  (20-20)  ins. 

GAUGE:  13  sts  =  4  inches;  9  rows  =  2  inches. 

Cast  on  124  (132-136)  sts  for  entire  lower  edge. 

PATTERN  —  Rows  1  and 2  —  *  K  2,  p  2;  repeat  from  *  to  end. 

Rows  3  and  4  —  •  P  2,  k  2;  repeat  from  *  to  end.  Repeat  these  4  rows  once  more. 

Next  row  —  K  2,  p  2,  k  2,  (or  left  front  border,  p  to  within  6  sts  of  end  of  row  (for  size  14 
only.  dec.  2  sts  evenly  spaced  across),  work  last  6  sts  in  pat.  for  right  front  border;  124 
(1^-136)  sts.  Continue  front  borders  in  pat.  and  remaining  sts  in  stockinette  st  until  11 
ins.  from  lower  edge,  end  with  p  row. 

Divide  back  and  front  as  follows:  Work  29  (31-33)  sts.  place  on  holder  for  right  front; 
bind  off  6  sts  for  underarm;  k  54  (  56-.58)  sts,  place  on  holder  for  back;  bind  off  6  sts  for 
underarm;  finish  row. 

Work  left  front,  decreasing  1  st  at  armhole  edge  every  2nd  row  4  limes;  25  (27-29)  sts. 
Work  even  until  armhole  measures  6  ins.,  end  at  border  edge. 

Neck  Shaping  —  Bind  off  7  (8-9)  sts  at  beg.  of  next  row  for  neck.  Dec.  1  st  at  neck  edge 
every  row  3  times.  Work  even  until  armhole  measures  7(4  (8-8)  ins.,  end  at  armhole  edge. 
Shoulder  —  Bind  off  7  (8-9)  sts  at  beg.  of  next  row;  bind  off  8  sts  at  beg.  of  next  row 
worked  from  armhole  edge. 

Beg.  at  underarm  edge,  finish  right  front  to  correspond  to  left,  shaping  at  opposite  sides. 
Take  up  54  (56-58)  sts  of  back.  Beg.  on  wrong  side,  continue  stockinette  st,  decreasing 

1  st  each  side  every  2nd  row  4  times;  46  (  48-50)  sts.  Work  even  until  armholes  are  same 
length  as  on  fronts. 

Shoulders  —  Bind  off  7  (8-9)  sts  at  beg.  of  each  of  next  2  rows;  8  sts  at  beg.  of  each  of  next 

2  rows.  Bind  off  16  sts  for  bark  of  neck. 

SLEEVES  — Cast  on  28  (  32-32)  sts.  Work  8  rows  of  border  pat.  increasing  1  st  each  side 
of  last  row;  30  (  34-34)  sts.  Work  stockinette  st,  repeating  incs.  for  size  12  every  2  ins. 

6  times,  (size  14,  every  2(4  ins.  5  times  —  size  16,  every  2  ins.  6  times)  ;  42  (  44-46)  sts. 
Work  even  until  17  ins.  from  lower  edge.  Bind  off  3  sts  at  beg.  of  each  of  next  2  rows.  Dec.  1 
st  each  side  every  2nd  row  9  (10-9)  times;  every  row  4  (4-6)  times.  Bind  off  10  sts. 
COLLAR  —  Cast  on  56  (60-60)  sts  for  outer  edge.  Work  border  pat.  for  8  rows. 

Next  row  —  Work  pat.  for  6  sts,  p  to  within  6  sts  of  end,  work  pat.  on  last  6  sts. 

Work  5  more  rows  with  6  sts  in  border  pat.  on  each  side  and  remainder  in  stockinette  sts. 
Discontinue  pat.;  continue  in  stockinette  st,  binding  off  8  (10-10)  sts  at  beg.  of  each  of 
next  2  rows;  6  sts  at  beg.  of  each  of  next  4  rows.  Bind  off  16  sts  for  back  of  neck. 

TABS  —  Cast  on  6  sts.  Work  border  pat.  for  6  ins.  Bind  off.  Make  2. 

FINISHING  —  Sew  seams.  Sew  in  sleeves,  with  seam  at  center  underarm.  Sew  on  collar 
with  edges  even  with  front  edges.  Sew  ends  of  tabs  into  points;  tack  each  tab  to  coat  at 
underarm  just  above  border.  Steam.
